In item 2 on page 1 of the Notice of Allowability, it was indicated that claims 1, 3, 9, 10 and 
13-15 have been allowed. Please note that claim 12 should have been indicated as allowed as 
supported by the Examiner's Amendment on pages 2-4, wherein claim 12 was amended (and not 
cancelled). Furthermore, Applicants never cancelled claim 12 nor authorized the cancellation of 
claim 12. During a telephone interview with Examiner Moore on December 8, 2006, the Examiner 
confirmed that claim 12 is allowed. Thus, the correct allowed claims are claims 1, 3, 9 and 12-15.
